The Peterboro’ and Shirley Railroad Company 
of New Hampshire was chartered July 8, 1846, 
with authority to construct a railroad from the 
Massachusetts State line, through New Ipswich, 
to Peterboro’, The road was placed under con- 
tract in 1849, and completed to the Souhegan, in 
November of the same year, and to Mason village, 
9.86 miles, in 1850. From its opeving it has been 
operated by the Fitchburg Railroad Company in 
connection with the Peterboro’ and Shirley Rail- 
road of Massacbusetts—first at the stipulated sum 
of $10 per day, and subsequently as a part of the 
latter read, under lease to that company. The 
latter road being leased to the Fitchburg Railroad 
Company. Agreeably to an act passed in 1858-9, 
the road, franchise, etc., was, on the 24th of 
March, 1860, sold to the Peterboro’ and Shirley 
Railroad Company of Massachusetts for the sum 
of $67,700, the amount of its fanded debt. The 
share capital was $143,456; floating debt $110,- 
665; cost of road, including discount, interest, 
etc., $245,643. No reports were ever niade of its 
Operations. [t yielded no return for the capital 
invested in it, 

The Peterboro’ and Shirley Railroad Company 
Of Massachasetts was incorporated in 1845. The 
Toad was opened for public use from Groton to 





West. Townsend, 12 miles, in 1848, and to, the 





New Hampshire State line, 14 miles, in 1850. On 
the 1st of December, 1847, it was leased to the 
Fitchburg Railroad Company for 12 years (with 
the option of a further term of 18 years) the lat- 
ter agreeing to keep the road in-repair, and pay 
for its use 6 per cent. on its cost, and $300 in ad- 
dition annually. On the Ist of July, 1857, this 
agreement was modified, and 7 per cent. was 
thereafter paid. On the Ist of January, 1860, the 
road was purchased by the Fitchburg Company 
for the sum of $132,666. The Peterboro’ and 
Shirley Company has, therefore, no longer a cor- 
porate existence on their books, but is simply re- 
garded as so mueh property added to the corpo- 
ration, and is treated as such. The share capital 
authorized was $275,000, of which $263,700 was 
paid in, Funded debt $16,100. Cost of road, 
etc., $265,327.. The Massachusetts Company have 
a Claim against the New Hampshire portion of the 
road, consisting of bonds, notes and judgments 
secured by mertgage, the nominal value of which 
is $120,944.

The war, consequently, is costing us some- 
thing like $450,000,000 annually. To meet 
these expenditures, loans will have to be the 
chief resort—the income from ordinary sources 
of. revenue being estimated at only $56,809,- 
731 for 1861-2, and $95,800,000 for 1862-3. 
Of these, customs and lands are estimated to 
produce $36,809,731 for the present, and $45,- 
800,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1863. he direct and income tax will pro- 
duce, it is estimated, $20,000,000 for the pre- 
sent year. To these sources a tax, or excise 
duty, is recommended upon stills, distilled 
liquors, tobacco, bank notes, carriages, legacies, 
paper evidence of debt, transfers of property, 
etc., etc., raising the $20,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000 for 1862-3.

The treasury being abundantly supplied for 
the present, ample time can be taken in which 
to decide the policy to be adopted in the fu- 
ture. Mr. Chase is evidently disposed to close 
his arrangement with tke Banks, and presents 
two alternatives for the government—that it 
should create a currency by an issue of Treas- 
ury notes, or by making the bonds of the gov- 
ernment as basis of circulation under a system 
of Free Banking, applicable to any part of the 
country. For this purpose the Bills of Banks 
now in circulation, are to be retired by a tax 
upon them or other legal restrictions. In re- 
ference to this subject we copy the following 
from Mr. Chase’s Report : 


The first of these plans was partially adopted 
at the last session of Congress in the provision 
authorizing the Secretary to issue United States 
notes, payable in coin, to an amount not ex- 
ceeding fifty millions of dollars. That pro- 
vision may be so extended as to reach the aver- 
age circulation of the country, while a moderate 
tax, gradually augmented, on bank notes, will 
relieve the nationa) from the competition of 
local circulation. It has been already suggest- 
ed that the substitution of national for a state 
currency, upon this plan, would be equivalent 
to a loan to the government without interest, 
except on the fund to be kept in coin, and 
without expense, except the cost of preparation, 
issue, and redemption ; while the people would 
gain the additional advantage of a uniform cur- 
rency and relief from a considerable burden in 
the form of interest on debt. These advan- 
tages are, doubtless, cunsiderable; and if a 
scheme can be devised by which such a circu- 
lation will be certainly and strictly confined to 
the real needs of the people, and kept constant- 
ly equivalent to specie by prompt and certain 
redemption in coin, it will hardly fail of legis- 
lative sanction. 

The plan, however, is not without serious in- 
conveniences and hazards. The temptation, 
especially great in times of pressure and dan- 
ger, to issue notes without adequate provision 
for redemption ; the ever present liability to be 
called on for redemption beyond means, how- 
ever carefully provided and managed; the 
hazard of panics, precipitating demands for 
coin, concentrated on a few points and a single 
fund ; the risk of a depreciated, depreciating, 
and finaily worthless paper money; the im- 
measurable evils of dishonored public faith and 
national bankruptcy; all these are possible 
consequences of the adoption of a system of 
government circulation. It may be said, and 
perhaps truly, that they are less deplorable 
than those of an irredeemable bank circulation. 
Without entering into that comparison, the 
Secretary contents himself with observing that, 
in his judgment, these possible disasters, so far 
outweigh the probable benefits of the plan that 
he feels himself constrained to forbear recom- 
mending its adoption. 

The second plan suggested remains for exam- 
ination. Its principal features are, (1st) a cir- 
culation of notes bearing a common impression 
and authenticated by a common authority ; 
(2d) the redemption of these notes by the as- 
sociations and institutions to which they may 
be delivered fur issue ; and (3d) the security 
of that redemption by the pledge of United 
States stocks, and an adequate provision of 
specie. 


In this plan the people, in their ordinary bu- 
siness, would find the advantages of uniformity 
in currency; of uniformity in security; of 
effectual safeguard, if effectual safeguard is pos- 
sible, against depreciation; and of protection 
from losses in discounts and exchanges; while 
in the operations of the government the people 
would find the further advantage of a large de 
mand for government securities, of increased 
facilities for obtaining the loans required by 
the war, and of some alleviation of the burdens 
on industry through a diminution in the rate 
of interest, or a participation in the profit of 
circulation, without risking the perils of a great 
monopoly. 

A further and important advantage to the 
people may be segs 0g Be capes in the in- 
‘creased security of the Union, springing from 
the common interest in its preservation, cre- 
ated by the distribution of its stocks to asso- 
ciations throughout the country, as the basis of 
their circulation. 

The Secretary entertains the opinion that if 
a credit circulation in any form be desirable, 
it is most desirable in this. The notes thus 
issued and secured would, in his judgment, 
form the safest currency which this country 
has ever enjoyed ; while their receivability for 
all government dues, except customs, would 
make them, wherever payable, of equal value, 
as a currency, in every part of the Union. The 
large amount of specie now in the United 
States reaching a tctal of not less than two 
hundred and seventy-five millions of dollars, 
will easily support payments of duties in coin, 
while these payments and ordinary demands 
will aid in retaining this specie in the country 
at a solid basis both of circulation and loans. 


Mr. Chase’s arguments are nothing more 
than recommendations to Congress. As the 
wants of government are fully supplied for 
some time to come, by loans already negotiated, 
there will be ample season for deliberation. 
We can see no good reason why Mr. Chase 
should terminate his relations with the Banks, 
which, according to his own admission, have 
worked admirably, and supplied the govern- 
ment with all the money needed, and without 
creating any disturbance in business circles. 
It strikes us that it would have been better to 
have held on to an arrangement that worked 
well, rather than to resort to new expedients, 
the success of which is at least, problematical. 
Why not let “well enough” alone? There 
has been no lack of money wherewith to carry 
on the war. There need be none, with a dis- 
crete management of our affairs. The country 
was never before so rich or strong. The effect 
of the expenditures going on are creating an 
inflation quite fast enough. We do not believe 
Congress will sanction any proposition to have 
government supply a currency for the country, 
either by an issue of Treasury notes, or by 
making government securities a basis for Bank- 
ing. We think that other important ebanges 
will be made in the recommendations of 
Mr. Chase, by increasing largely the local and 
direct taxes. England raises $250,000,000 by 
taxes and imposts, when we propose to raise 
only some $90,000,000. The amount required 
for the war can undoubtedly be readily had in 
loans, but these should be only availed of as a 





last resort.

Share and Money Market. 

The Share Market the past week has been a 
very excited one, with large fluctuations. For 
the first part of the week it was dull, with a de- 
clining tendency. On Monday it reacted with a 
good deal of vigor, and again fell off rapidly under 
the receipt of the foreign news by the Hansa. 
The capture of Messrs. Slidell and Mason appears 
to have created much excitment in Liverpool and 
London, and caused a fall ia consols of a half per 
cent., and a much larger decline in American se- 
curities. We do not think there is much appre- 
hension on this side that the affair will lead to any 
permanent difficulties between the two countries, 
but it is natural that the Stock Market here, 
should be even much more largely affected than 
in England. In other respects the condition of 
affairs is favorable. Money continues to be very 
abundant. Exchange is dull with but little do- 
ing. The closing of the canals, impairing an 
ability to export breadstuffs, may bave a teuden- 
cy before long to put up raies, 

The Cleveland and Pittsburg Railroad Company 
are prepared to pay the interest now due on all 
their mortgage bonds.

The first three months of the past 
fiscal year, commencing with December last, were 
adversely affected by the political troubles of the 
country, yielding only $191,000, For the present 
year they are expected to yield $300,000—secur- 
ing a result for the year of $1,200,000. The esti- 
mated expenses for 1862 are $660,000; rent, $85,- 
000 ; current interest $293,000—leaving a surplus 
of $162,000, or over 4 per cent. ona capital stock 
of $3,845,000. The following will show the earn-

British Iron Trade with the U. 8S. 

The Board of Trade returns continue to afford 
painful evidence of the disastrous effects of the 
American war upon the commerce of this country, 
Our exports for the month of Sejtember last, as 
compared with those for the corresponding period 
of last year, show a falling off of no less than 
£2,426,248. The decrease in cotton manufactures 
is £1,457,982; in cotton yarn, £227,904; in linen 
manufactures, £206,838; in linen yarn, £68,661. 
Woollen manufacturers also exhibit a falling off, 
but in woollen worsted yarn, the figures show an 
improvement to the extent of about £50,000. 
The value of steam and other machinery exported 
presents little change, while all the chief items 
under the head ‘“meta\s” show a serious decrease. 
Silk manufactures and yarn also appear on the 
unfavorable side, For the nine months, the de- 
crease in the value of our exports is £7,929,014. 

We subjoin a statement of the total declared 
value of the exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures during the’ month and nine 
months in the last two years:

The hardware and cutlery trades have been 
amongst the chief sufferers from the falling-off of 
the American trade, the value of the exports of 
last month showing a decline, as compared with 
last year, from £388,423, to £275, 445, notwith- 
standing an increased exportation to France, the 
Hanse Towns, Australia, South Africa and Brazil. 
In plate and plated wares, jewellery and watches, 
however, there was un increase, the value being 
£49,761, against £44,884, in the corresponding 
period of last year.

years they were our best customers. The ex- 
ports to other countries increased, France taking 
three times the quantity exported to that country 
in the corresponding period of last year. In bar 
iron the decrease extended to the exports to Hol- 
land, Turkey, India, Australia, and Canada; 
whilst the shipments of railway iron were dimin- 
ished not only by the smallness of the exports to 
the United States, but also by the entire absence 
of orders from Cuba, and the falling off of the de- 
mand from Russia, Sweden, and Spain. The de- 
cline in cast iron was general, except in the ex- 
ports to Egypt and Brazil. The exports of wrought 
iron to Russia and Canada fell off nearly one-half 
aud to the United States seven-eighths; but to all 
other countries they increased. Inthe copper and 
yellow meta! trades, which have hitherto been ac- 
tive, the decline was general, ‘There was an in- 
creased export of tin plates to India and Aus- 
tralia; but the value of the shipments to the 
United States fell from £99,349, to £18,623, as 
compared with the corresponding month of last 
year,—London Colliery Guardian, November 2. 





Extract from the Report of the Secretary of 
the Navy. 


When the vessels now building and pur- 
chased, of every class, are armed, equipped, 
and ready for service, the condition of the navy 
of the United States will be as follows: 
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Minnesota and Pacific Railroad. 


The Minnesota and Pacific Railroad which 
passes from Wisconsin through St. Cloud to the 
Red River of the North, is graded up until within 
fwelve miles of this point, and but for the war 
would have been finished and cars running by 
Jan. 63.

On 
our first page is an account of its first train and as 
the grading. is done, the ties and rails there, this 
iron link between the navigable waters above and 
below St. Anthony’s Falls will quickly be made. 

Last winter a railroad was chartered from the 
head of Lake Superior te the Mississippi, leaving 
it to the company building, to select the point at 
which it shall reach the river. The Hudson Bay 
trade and the immense produce export from this 
part will doubtless bring it to St. Cloud. Mach 
of our wheat now goes to Superior via Chicago 
and Milwaukee, traversing some two thousand

On the Erie Experiments on Steam Expan- 
sion by U. S. Navat Hngineers.

It has been claimed, and demonstrated by ex- 
periment in important cases, that. the proportions 
ard conditions of a boiler being constant, there 
can be but one rate of combustion in correspond- 
ence with its mazimum useful effect. This is a 
recognized law of practice, and is true of either a 
quick or slow combustion boiler. Farther than 
this, it has been claimed, that the useful effect of 
a boiler is modified by the manner in which its 
steam supply is taken, whether more or less ra- 
pidly, and in approximation to a certain rate of 
supply. But the course of experiments under ex- 
amination exercises a supreme contempt for these 
distinctions. Not only is the rate of combustion 
varied, as we have stated, but the rate of steam 
supply, in equal times, varies stz hundred per 
cent. ! The performance of these boilers, judged by 
the results tabulated, does not reach, by at least 
25 per cent. of evaporation, the standard of rea- 
sonable expectation, and in no two experiments is 
the evaporation alike per pound of coal. When 
we are told that special care was exercised in all 
the experiments to keep the throttle open, al- 
though the Board claims to bave demonstrated 
certain singular conclusions about throttling, we 
can readily understand with what ingenuity these 
boilers were themselves throttled out of their 
vitality. : 

The doctrine of mazimum useful effect, which 
defines the load and the velocity of an engine is 
also placed at issue here. Theory has been con- 
firmed, in repeated instances, as to this law, which 
has engaged the. attention of our most profound 
students. A certain standard-of proportion exists 
between the leading features of an engine and the 
amount of labor it will best perform, and no vio- 
lence can be done any of its conditions of service 
without detrimental results, 


The steamer Michigan, as a case in point, was 
built for Lake service, with a certain proportion 
of machinery to her displacement and speed. 
From notes of her performance, we find that with 
a mean piston pressure of 18.44 pounds per square 
inch, she makes 18% revolutions per minute, and 


10,4 statute miles per hour. As a side- whee} 
steamer, with two engines and two boilers, these 
are her ordinary conditions of work. But, in ex- 
perimenting with her, all these relative proportions 
are violated. One engine is disconnected, and 
both boilers are kept under fire tosapply the other, 
although with the same initial pressure the revo- 
lutions are varied from.20.6 to 11.7, and the mean 
pressure (a representative of the load) is changed 
from 29.8 to 8.8 pounds per square inch. And 
yet the Board seems to be under the impression 
that all these changes are compatible with a com- 
mon ‘staridard of useful effect, and practically 
denies a most important principle of mechanical 
action. In this respect we are not prepared to 
concede its infallibility. 

In connexion with this objection a question of 
fact arises, as to the literal accuracy of the report. 
The Board attempted to carry out,a mistaken 
principle of trial by regulating the resistances of 
the wheels, so as to accommodate a uniform ini- 
tial pressure, and it succeeded very completely in 
producing a variously diseased and incongruous 
action of the engine; but it is incorrect in assert- 
ing that it ‘‘ was not in any way changed in con- 
dition” of motion during any experiment, inas- 
much as the waves were effected by the wind, and 
the dip of the floats varied as the vessel alternate- 
ly grounded or floated, and the floats themselves 
were, from time to. time, broken by ice. These 
resistances, by consequence, could not have been 
uniform during any experiment. 

A glance at the tabular synopsis sufficiently 
indicates the effects of these variable resistances. 
The results in action are much more diversified 
‘than the changes in rate of expansion, and. are 
strikingly inconsistent. A mean pressure of 8.8 
pounds produces 14,1 revolutions, while that of 
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18.6 poands gives only 11:17 turns. 


We increase 
the pressure 60 per cent., and it reduces the speed 
21 -per-cent,..A-range of 603 per cent. bas been 
noticed in the quantity of steam used in a given 
time; there is a range of 240 per cent. in the 
mean pressures; a variation of 10 per cent. in the 
vacuum; of 84 per cent. in speed; of 390 per 
cent. in combustion; of 50 per cent, in coal per 
H. P.; Of 22 per cent. in evaporation. 

And the argument of the report is embarrassing 
in these conflicting cases. There stand the tables 
of the new law. Whatever opposes their “‘ data” 
is ‘‘ fallacious,” and it is just. as incontrovertibly 
true, that an increase of pressure will reduce speed 
in all engines not steam-jacketed, as it is that it 
is cheaper to follow full stroke than to cut off at 
one-sixth, 

On page 13, the report states that “ daring all 
the experiments the throttle valve was kept wide 
open.” On pp. 36 and 37, we have the argument, 
already quoted, that for anything below a steam 
travel of seven-tenths, it is “immeasurably” better 
to throttle than to use the main valve. 

Here the Board,, not having experimented, 
passes into the dangerous region of “ fallacious 
theories,” and jeopardizes its infallibility, En- 
gineers are under the impression that the moment 
of final pressure determines the amount of steam 
expended during an engine stroke. And itisa 
simple mechanical impossibility that the same 
mean pressure in connexion with a given final 
pressure can be produced, where the throttle is 
used instead of the main valve cut-off. All ex- 
perience goes to confirm the very plain principle 
that throttling reduces the initial range of pres- 
sure, and consequently the mean pressure, which 
determines the amount of work done, while the 
final pressure, which measures the cost of the 
work, remains constant in either method; and 
there is. therefore a loss of power equivalent, at 
least, to such reduction of pressure. An assertion 
of opinion, like that quoted, coming from such a 
source, cannot but be regarded with suprise. Not 
only is it incorrect as to economy of fuel, but in 
all well arranged engines, it is as easy to modify 
the cut-off gear as to change tbe throttle. There 
may be an exception in the case of those horribly 
proportioned guillotines with which the Navy 
steamers have been afflicted of late years; which 
have 6 inches clearance aud 54 inches diameter 
for 82 inches stroke ; which spin around sixty-five 
times @ minute to achieve eight knots an hour; 
and of which an “ assistant ” stands in mortal fear, 
from the time they are “ hooked on” until they 
happily break down, and are laid up for repairs. 

It was to be presumed that the Board would 
trace their special theory through a regular series 
of demonstrations to a final conclusion in their 
method of experiment. But our table shows that 
no order of this kind was observed in the varia- 
tions of expansion, as its report also shows that it 
argues on Certain grades, which it did not test. 
Experiment No. 7 in date, as the greatest in grade, 
immediately sneceeds that of the greatest steam 
travel, and the relative order of the series, in this 
respect, is Nos, 6, 5, 4, 1, 3, 2, 7, as distinguished 
from their dates, If the results obtained develop- 
ed a regular series, we might be content to accept 
them, no matter in what order of precedence, but 
these are as irregular as their order of trial. The 
consumption Of coal per #. Pp. per hour is thus re- 
ported : 3.96 lbs. for 4 cut-off, 4.19 Ibs. for $ths, 
4.28 Ibs. for ®sths, 4,68 Ibs. for 4th, 4.87 Ibs, for 
Yoths, 6,53 Ibs. for $4shs, and 6.03 lbs. for fpths. 
Such a result as this, taken in connexion witn the 
fact that the last trial shows about three times the 
combustion per H. P, due to some engines, is a 
painful commentary on the method of experiment 
adopted. 

We may also observe here, that a nnmber of ex- 
periments were made at Erie, which are not given 
in the report. The Board convened Nov, 19th, 
and the first result tabulated bears date Dec, 30th, 
alumugh notes of experiments on the Ist, 5uh, 8th, 
and 10th areextant. Of these the Board remarks, 
that “it is useless to add any others (to those 

iven). which mtrollable variations in the con- 

tions during their progress could lay open to a 
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doubt,” although they are said to bave shown less 
effect from the measures of expansion, The in- 
ference to be drawn from this omission, on these 
grounds, is by no means an argument in endorse. 
ment of the report, nor does it sustain the general 
modus operandi, Details of experiments are not 
only suppressed, but whole experimen.s them- 
selves, probably equal in number to those given, 
are also suppressed, The witnesses do not tell the 
‘* whole truth.” 

Nor does the text of the report accord with tho 
“ data ” tabulated, in an important matter of fact 
like the following: 

On page 12, weare told that ‘ Each experiment 
lasted 72 consecutive hours, during which the ep- 
gine was neither stopped, nor slowed down, nor in 
any way changed in condition.. In commencing 
an experiment the engine was operated for several 
hours to adjust it to the normal conditions requir. 
ed to be uniformly maintained during that ex- 
periment, and to bring the fires to steady action,” 
But when we turn to the tables which form the 
basis of the text, we find that while Experiment 
No, 1 terminated its 72 hours run at 4 A, M.. Jan, 
2d, Experiment No, 2 commenced at precisely the 
same moment. We also find that there was but 
two hours interval between Experiments Nos, 2 
and 8, and 5 and 6, Ina simple matter of fact, 
then, three experiments out of the seven are open 
to discussion, as to the statements of the text. 

But this is not the most serious point of this ob- 
jection. It will be noticed that the combustion of 
coal per square foot of grate is 6,28 lbs. for No, 1, 
and 3.79 ibs. for No. 2; that the evaporation 
varies from 8.83 lbs. per lb, of coal to 8.09; that 
the mean cylinder pressure (which reveals a varied 
resistance) changes from 19,9 Ibs, to 18.6, and the 
cut-off from ths to $th, or as 18 to 10, and the 
revolutions from 18.6¥ to 11.77. Now we would 
like to be informed by what medium, unrevealed 
to ordinary philosophers, this Board was enabled 
to change the combustion of the boilers 61 per 
cent, in rate, at the tick of the second-hand which 
changed Experiment No. 1 to No, 2, and by what 
process they defined all the other changes of re- 
sistances and methods of action, which clearly 
distinguish these experiments, Their special 
claim of accuracy cannot meet the argument of 
this self-evident tabular conviction, 

The Board suppresses a number of experiments 
on account of ‘ uncontrollable variations.” In 
those which they present we find that— 

There is @ variation in the boiler pressure from 
19.5 to 22 lbs. per squase inch, 

There is a variation in the vacuum from 24.1 to 
25.5 inches. 

There is a variatiou in the evaporation per Ib. 
of coal from 7.14 to 8.71 lbs. of water, 

There is a variation in the coal used, three kinds 
being reported. 

In matters of simple management like these, the 
discrepancies are inexcusable, and tend to com- 
plicate the results needlessly. Especially is it 
strange that different kinds of coal should be ad- 
mitted under any circumstances, the variety used 
for the greatest steam travel differing from that in 
aby other experiment, 

When we examine another very important de- 
tail of method adopted in these experiments, viz : 
as to the measurement of coal consumed, we find 
it also inaccurate and unsatisfactory. This the 
printed explanation makes sufficiently plain; for 
when we are told that the notes for each experi- 
ment were commenced “ with average fires” in 
the boilers, and the fires were made at the close, 
“the same as at the beginning, as nearly as could 
be estimated,” we understand at once that the — 
Board only weighed what coal was used during 
the actual term of apy trial, and guessed at the 
state of the boilers at its commencement and end. 
The precise quantity of coal which produced the 
recorded number of engine strokes was not weigh- 
ed. For that essential particular, the Board asks 
us to accept its estimate, and this admission is in 
itself fatal to any Claim of accuracy otherwise 
presented. Anybody can guess, but it belongs to 
experimenting prgingere to measure and rigidly 
determine every detail], and especially so impor- 
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tant a detail as the coal account, on which all the 
calculations of results depend, So long as it is 
easy to determine this account in experiments of 
this class, beyond any question, we are not pre- 
pared to accept any explanation or any apology 


for its omission. Those who have had frequent 
occasion to probe these processes, are not to be 
told that the absolute state of a boiler fire can be 
determined by its appearance, or its level, or the 
steam gauge; for we know by the results of fre- 
quent analyses, that these features may be iden- 
tical where there is a difference of ifty per cent. 
in absolute efficiency. Nor can we yield the pro- 
fessional rule in this case, which refuses to accept 
opinions and estimates where actual quantities are 
at issue. With the coal account in this state for 
each experiment, it is impossible for this Board to 
claim that it has demonstrated anything. In en- 
tering voluntarily the field of estimate and con- 
jecture, it submits to the “ theoretical considera- 
tions ” it claims to have overthrown. 

Farther, in what way are we to reconcile this 
assumed process with the lst and 2d experiments ? 
At the close of the latter, the “ average fires” 
represent a combustion of 3.79 lbs. per square foot 
of grate, while at its commencement, which also 
marked the close of the lst experiment, the rate 
then represented is 6.28 lbs. per sqaare foot. 
There can be but one conclusion in a case ef this 
kind, and it is not very creditable to the discretion 
of this Board in matters of judgment and opinion, 
Not only is the accuracy of the coal account in- 
volved here, but the per centage of ashes, the 
boiler evaporation, the horse-power, and the re- 
sistances. 

In experiment No. 5, at ths cut-off, the coal 
account is credited with 18.03 per cent. of refuse, 
while No. 7, #-ths cut-off, is credited with but 
6.99 per cent., which is not exceeded in any other 
experiment, none of them agreeing as to this per 
centage. In No, 5, a different variety of coal was 
used from Nos, 1, 2,4, and 7. But is it to be in- 
ferred from all these discrepancies that the coal 
varied so much in quality, or that the system of 
measurement was defective in accuracy ? Under 
such circumstances, which is the most likely to be 
true? Two important conditions of the measure- 
ment were guessed at; the third only was de- 
termined, 

We are disposed to concede to this report the 
merit of deep and abstruse argument. After look- 
ing over it very carefully, when it first came to 
hand, in some bewilderment as to what it really 
did assert, we endeavored to find some one place 
wherea clear and unmistakable conclusion was pre- 
sented, and failed in discovering anything more 
definite than the quotation with which we com- 
menced this paper. But in those brief sentences, 
strange contradictions occur, They begin by 
admitting a gain with two-fifths cut-off; they as- 
ser a loss at one-quarter, a loss which we might 
assume to be referred to full travel, if one-sixth 
was not immediately presented as such measure, 
And yet, a page or two back, we are told that if 
“the proper corrections could be made for the 
difference of cylinder temperature due to the dif- 
ferent measures of expansion, it would doubtless 
be found that the economical result obtained when 
cutting off at seven-tenths, is not exceeded when 
cutting off at any less fraction.” 

It is not an easy matter; therefore, to pass from 
general questions of principie and method toa 
discussion of absolute results, so many different 
ones having been obtained. The general argument 
of the report is against the use of expansion at all. 
The summary of all the allowances, assumptions, 
and equivalents in table No..2, ranges the “‘ eco- 
nomic result in net horse-power ” with 4%; 4, 34. 4, 
Yo) v5. Sths cut-off in order of precedercée, wuile 
the * economic power ’’ in ‘‘ pounds of steam per 
horse power per hour,” ranks them %, 4%, 335, 3. 
$4, 3, #etbs cut-off, which exactly reverses the 
order.. Precisely what conclusion the Buard really 
Teached does not appear in the report; while its 
argument rejects expansion, its tables confirm it 
in part, in instances which contradict its explicit 
assertions 
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“ pounds of combustible” per horse-power, is 4, 
$, vos Fs. 3:44, Apts cut-off, 

Passing irom this troublesome triangular tabu- 
lar duel, we may take up the assertion, that ‘ the 
economy of cutting off at one-sixth or four-forty- 
fifths is considerable less than with steam used 
absolutely without expansion,” for the purpose of 
tracing the argument of the report. 

Assuming that the “ data” giving in our synop- 
sis of table No. 1 were rigidly and accurately ob- 
tained, we cannot compare the results of one-sixth 
cut-off with full steam travel, because the latter 
was not tested; but taking eleven-twelfths as an 
approximation, the horse-power per pound of coal 
is in favor of the former as 5.53 to 4.58, although 
there is a loss of .9 inch in vacuum, 

In this case, the horse-power is determined by 
the mean pressure of the indicator cards, the 
revolutions, and the coal account in the usual 
way. 

But the Board decides the propriety of making 
certain corrections to these “‘ data.”

Railroad Crossings.--Aceidents. 
RAILROADS IN CITIES: THE CROSSINGS AT 
STREETS: A BROKEN LIMB: CONCURRENT NEG- 
LIGENCE, 


The plaintiff was walking through St. Joseph 
street, in the city of Rockester, at a point which 
is crossed by the New York Central Railroad, and 
while on the track of that company was struck 
by the tender of a locomotive and thrown down, 
and his leg broken. He then commenced an ac- 
tion against the company to recover damages for 
the injuries he received. The action was tried in 
the Supreme Court before Justice Smith and a 
jury, at the Monroe Circuit. in January, 1861, 
when the plaintiff was non-suited, on the ground 
that his own negligence contributed to the injury. 

From the decision of the Justice non-suiting 
him, and the judgment entered thereon dismissing 
his suit, the plaintiff appealed to the General 
Term of the Supreme Court, where after argu- 
ment the judgment of the justice was affirmed. 

From the facts as developed on the trial it ap. 
peared that the plaintiff on the 27th of Septem 
ber, 1858, at about 4 o’clock P. M. was going 
south towards the business part of the city of 
Rochester, on the east side'walk of St. Joseph 
street, and as he reached the north side of the 
railroad, where it crosses that street, a locomotive 
drawing a long train of. freight cars, was ap 
proaching from the west, and about to cross the 
street, The plaintiff continued on towards the 
south, on the line of said south walk, until he had 
crossed the northern-most track of the railroad, 
and stopped upon the second track, (there being 
five parallel tracks at that point,) until ths 
freight train bad crossed the street. The two 
north tracks, east of St, Joseph street, were occu- 
pied by empty freight cars; 10 or 12 in number— 
box cars, eight feet. high—the northwest: end of 
which was so near the line of-the side walk that 
the plaintiff could nearly touch it with his hand 
as he passed. He stood; while the freight train 
was passing, at the west end of the line of empty 
freight cars on the second track, The train in 


passing made.a_great:deal of noise, As soon as 





In table No.1, the order of results for the 





was clear as far as he could see, which was’ only — 
eight or ten feet, in consequence of the obstrue- 
tion by the empty freight cars, and he started to 
go south across the other tracks, at the same tinie 
turning his face to the west towards the depot, 
and continued to look in that direction, until he 
approached the north line of the third traek, 
when he was struck on the left shoulder, turned 
around and thrown down, and one leg crushed so 
as to require amputation, and the other verypbad- 
ly injured by the tender of the locomotive, which 
was backing down from the east towards the de- 
pot at the west, and was at that moment crossing 
St. Joseph street. He did not look east after 
crossing the south rail of the second track. The 
tracks at that point were all perfectly straight, 
and the spaces between them seven or eight feet 
as laid down on the map. The engine, tender 
and freight cars all project over the track, about 
eighteen inches. The engine was backing down 
very fast, and evidence was given tending to show 
that the bell was not rung until after St. Joseph 
street had been crossed, and the plaintiff injured. 
There was no flagman at this crossing at the time 
of the accident, though there had been one the 
week before. The crossing was in a populous 
and thickly settled part of the city. The plaintiff 
was 36 years of age, resided on St. Joseph street, 
two miles north of the railroad, was a carpenter 
and worked a great deal in the city, crossing the 
railroad track very often, sometimes every day,. 
and sometimes not in three or four weeks ; some- 
times saw empty cars standing there, but not so 
near the side walk ; took no notice how néar; had 
crossed the track twice before the same day at 
the same place. There was no evidence of bad 
habits on the part of the plaintiff, but on his way 
up from his house to the railroad, and about 
twenty minutes before he was injured, he stopped 
at a grocery, complained of being unwell, and 
took a table-spoon-full of caraway and bitters. 


The following is the opinion of the court ren- 
dered at the decision of the case. 


Knox. J,—The question now is—Was the non- 
suit properly granted ?—and that is answered by 
the reply which shall be made to the question— 
Did the plaintiff's own negligence contribute to 
produce the injury of which he complains ?—F cr 
a multitude of cases might be cited to sustain the 
proposition, that a party cannot recover for an in- 
jury of which his own negligence is in whole, or 
in part, the proximate cause, though there’ be 
gross négligence on the part of the defendant, 
short of wilfal wrong. 

Indeed this bas been so often held, that in the 
ease of Johnson vs. the Hudson River Railroad 
Company Judge Denio says, the proposition must 
now be considered ‘‘a legal postulate, ‘ 

In my judgment the facts present a clear case 
of negligence on the part of the plainfiff. Here 
were five parallel tracks over which the plaintiff 
had passed very often; sometimes every day, in 
three or four weeks and quite near the depot.in 
the city. From the number of the tracksyand 
the proximity. of the depot, the. plaintiff must 
have- known that passenger and freight trains 
were both frequently passing each way and liable 
to pass each way at any, and the same or dear 
the same. moment of the day. To go upon the 


track, therefore, at such a point without looking 





it passed, the plaintiff looked east, and the track 


up and down the track to see whether it would 
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be safe to do so, was extreme carelessness, He | 


had no ground for supposing, that because one 
train of cars had but a moment before passed 
easton one of the tracks, another train of cars 
would not pass west on another of those tracks 
at the same time or near the same time. 

Indeed he ought to have known from the num- 
ber of these tracks, that this was very likely to 
happen as it did happen in this instance. 

That there were obstructions on the track, and 
that the road crosses it at such an angle, as made 
it difficult to see whether there were any cars 
moving on them, should have excited the plaintiff 
to greater caution, and not have lulled him into 
carelessness. In a word, instead of stepping 
upon the track and looking toward the west only, 
where it does not appear that there was anything 
to attract and fix attention, he should have looked 
toward the east and then this accident would not 
have taken place. 

If the plaintiff cannot be said to have been 
guilty of negligence in this case I can hardly 
imagine one where it can be imputed, short of 
that where the party puts himself upon the track 
of a road with an intention of being struck by 
the moving cars. 

While the courts should, and do require on the 
part of railroad companies “that their road and 
all its appurtenances be in perfect order and free 
from any defect which the utmost vigilance aided 
by the highest degree of knowledge or skill can 
discover or prevent” and that the road and its 
cars and engines, etc., be under the control and 
management of men of skill and experience in 
their several stations, in order that the public 
may enjoy, with as little risk of life and limb as 
possible, the incalculable benefits of this method 
of travel they should also require for the same 
reason that all persons in or about the cars or 
crossing the track should exercise a vigilance and 
circumspection commensurate with the danger 
which may reasonably be apprehended from the 
nature of the motive power employed, and the 
velocity with which these carriages are driven, 
As there was no disputed question of fact in the 
case, the question is one of the pure Jaw for the 
court, and I think it was properly ruled at the 
Circuit. Motion for new trial denied.
